At no other festival of the year 
do flowers play such an important 
part as they do in the Kaster cele- 
brations, and on no other occasion 
are they so eminently fitting. 

In all ages and in all lands, the 
lily has come close to the heart of 
the People, and to day the favorite 
Kaster bloom is the " Easter lily." 
No other flower so beautifully typi- 
fies the religious sentiment of Easter 
morn, and it has come to be regard* 
ed as the symbolic flower of the 
resurrection. 

The Easter lily was once known 
— tradition states— as the" Persian 
Beauty," but as the Virgin plucked 
and held it in her hand, its yellow 
hue turned to white, This lily is 
known to the French as " fleur del 
Marie." Dante named it the " lily 
of the Arno M ; Tasso styled it the 
14 golden"; and Solomon alludes to 
it as the "lily of the field." To 
us it stands pre-eminently the type 
of Easter hope and joy 

liven long before Christmas gave 
a new significance to the day, the 
people of Northern climes had cele- 
brated the return of the sun — its 
warmth and light renewed — with 
fitting ceremonies, and irf these lands 
the Spring time flowers had the 
significance, even to the heath 

The Buddhist finds in the lotus a 
sacred type of flower for consolation. 
To this ilower, in the great temple 
of Thibet, are dedicated prayers, 
printed on slips of paper that are 
fastened to cylinders that are con- 
stantly revolving.

The daffodil was once called the 
"Lent Lily" and the "Lent Rose," 
coming as it does during the, solemn 
tential period, the herald of joy 
and hope. The meaning of the word 
daffodil, it is thought, may be traced 
to an old English name, that of 
"Affodil," which means "cometh 
early." 

Theie is a superstition current 
among the rustic people that it is very 
unlucky to bring home the first 
daffodil of the season. If a single 
blossom is brought in, or left 1\ 
in a house, it is said there will be 
11 luck" the rest of the year in that 
household. 

According to tradition the brier 
rose was born of drops of blood that 
fell from our Saviour's brow, pierced 
by the crown of thorns. The " pas 
sion," with its wonderful formation, 
is emblematic of the crucifixion ami 
is the symbol of faith. 

A tale of love and grief is bound 
up in the legend of the hyacinth.

The latter is already 
there, but was forced back under 
the Civil Service law. One reason 
he gave why not more deaf ladies 
wert> employed, was owing to their 
not being in a union, or that they 
had severed their connection with 
one iu existence. 

Mr. August J. Beekert was en- 
rolled as a member. The treasurer,. 
Miss Minnie Riddlebough, reported 
a balance of seven dollars and a 
few cents. 

It was voted to help along the 
Endowment Fund of the N. A. D 
that members contribute toward it 
five cents a month. 

Under a suspension of the rules, 
the. following officers were chosen 
to serve a year: President, 0. W 
Charles ; Vice President, Miss Ethel 
Zell ; Secretary, Miss Iona Dix ; 
Treasurer, Miss Minnie Riddle- 
bough, re elected. The next meet- 
ing will be held on the evening of 
June 12th. Editorially, The Ohio 
State Journal of last Sunday spoke 
of Character Building as it is 
done at the school here.

cused to prove his innocence by 
submitting to torture, which he does 
and with God's help is set free. In 
the next two acts the progress of 
"justice" is seen vividly takiug 
root, the later foundation of our 
present established codal law. 

The last scene will go down as re- 
markable, unique. In the history of 
School entertainment. With the 
cast and a jury selected from the 
audieuce told to reader decision 
just as they saw it, a real trial for 
murder was pieseoted. There was no 
rehearsal nor previous restrictions, 
except the instructing of each play 
er his duties iu role and for the evi- 
dence which was to teirainate the 
play. During the scene most ob 
vious of all was the furious h 
combat of the two attorneys, who 
cross-examined said witnesses and 
eloquently made speech to the jury 
for and against. According to 
the proceedings as freely presented, 
the attorney for the defense ftneceed 
ed in several instances in contus 
ing the testimony of the witnei 
against, thus destroying the chief 
evidence of the prosecutor and also 
for the remainder of the trial con 
viuced the jury of the ptisnner's in- 
uocence. Had it not been for the 
disastrous intercession of the ( 
oner for the State (previously 
agreed upon), he would have 
haps wou the case. The coroner^ 
evidence was the tightly clutched 
baud of the murdered victim (dug 
up ami brought especially for con 
viet ing), holding a few black hairs, 
which were proven exactly as the 
prisoner's. The jury, of course, 
luid no decision but to rend* 
real verdict of guilty, thus terminat- 
ing the scent*. The seetio inquired 
one of the largest gatherings on the 
chapel stage, and was arranged 
directly in accordance to law pro- 
ceedings, the leading roles directing 
after a careful study of court ar- 
rangement and trial. Special extra 
time had to be given for its sue* 
ful production, and President 
Fox could hardly cite Iris admira 
tion and praise at its conclusion.

Editob Journal : — Id the Joub 
NaX. isaae of March 1 5th, I note 
with interest the communication 
from Inane Goldberg. 

Mr. Goldberg's contention that 
the oral association a* represented 
by their publication, the Volia 
Review y is actively engaged in 
every state to farther the interests 
of oralism, is well worth consider- 
ing. The Volia Review^ avowed 
object is u the increase and diffu- 
sion of knowledge concerning thre 
deaf and the increase of speech 
instruction for the deaf." They 
must admittedly be living up to 
their purpose. They are able 
this because of the ample endow- 
ment fund behind the Review. 
Moreover their arguments to pat- 
ents and legislative members are 
of the most plausible sort and the 
kind that will appeal to the people 
uninformed on the subject of deaf- 
mute education. 

Very few parents or legislative 
members are well informed on the 
subject of the education ol 
and naturally they believ 
are told. The impression is given 
that the oral method ift a new and 
better means of educating the deaf 
and that the deaf themselves favor 
It. Also that the opposition of 
" the educated deaf" is due to their 
being afraid of losing their positions 
in schools for the deaf. As the N. 
A D. has no fund or publication of 
large enough circulation, it h 
able to educate the public to tbe 
contrary to to the impressions and 
statements given out by tbeoraHats. 
As a result, the oralists usually get 
what they want 

If the N. A. D. only bad an 
dowment fund of large enough pro- 
portion to follow the tactic of the 
Review, the oialists would not have 
so easy a time. 

TbeN. A. D. is at present collecting 
A fund for a monument to the Abbe 
de TEpee.
